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INTRODUCTION 



This paper is the result of: thirteen years of trying to convince 
people that Archaeology is important, thirteen years of trying to save 
Archaeological sites, a conversation with a friend and colleague (Fred 
Crisson), and realizing I was not practicing what I was advocating. I 
was telling others to save their Archaeological sites and not working on 
the preservation of those that culturally related to me. 

Archaeology is the study of cultural and natural ' remains in order to 
understand and appreciate the process of change that has led us to our 
present cultural condition. Archaeologists do this in a three step pro- 
cess by: I. establishing cultural chronologies (when and where cultures 
existed), II. constructing extinct ways of life (how did they live), and 
III. establishing hypotheses to explain changes that took place (why did 
they change). 

This paper is an attempt to begin step I in the Archaeological pro- 
cess, substituting family for culture. It is not a history or a genealogy 
but a chronology of events and locations of one related family to estab- 
lish the basic information for an Archaeological investigation. It is 
not a complete chronology but with the help of others and Archaeology it 
is my wish to make it so. Consider it a worksheet to be revised as more 
information is gathered. 

The research for this paper was part of a professional leave project 
granted by the Board of Trustees of Pierce College at Fort Steilacoom. 



METHODS OF INVESTIGATION 



As this is an archaeological paper, its focus and results will differ 
somewhat from a standard history or genealogy. We are searching for loca- 
tions of cultural debris that may give us information on the Avey family. 
Although it could be argued that historic and genealogical data are cul- 
tural debris, specifically we are looking for locations where the Aveys 
lived or participated in events that archaeology can add to the history 
and genealogy. I can only hope the Historians and Genealogists will for- 
give my haphazard approach to what they do so well. Being new to this my 
methods were rather unorthodox and knowing what I know now I might have 
changed my approach. 

The first stage of the research was to sit down with my immediate fam- 
ily and gather as much information as they could remember. At this point 
I decided to stay with just the "Avey" line as I felt things would get too 
complex if I wandered into the Brownlow or (Mc)Garey lines on my parents' 
generation. At two points in my research I was tempted to deviate from my 
pattern. My great grandmother Margaret (Sickal) and my great great great 
grandmother Kezia (Garland) were almost too interesting to pass up. 

My father told me my grandfather and great grandfather had lived in 
Elma, Washington (Fig. 1:3). This prompted me to go to the Tacoma Public 
Library's Northwest Room and ask Gary Reese what information he had on the 
city of Elma. Two minutes and ten books later I was reading perhaps one of 
the first environmental impact statements written in this state with an Avey 
as a chairman (WSPC: 1941). I next visited Elma and the city's two cem- 
eteries. After searching through one and wandering through the other I 
found myself standing with the Aveys. My great grandfather, grandmother, 
two of my grandfather's brothers, one of their wives and her parents were 
buried together. 

When I arrived back in Tacoma I had a friend in Olympia look up my 
great grandfather and grandmother's obituaries. This gave the name of 
surviving relatives who I checked out with my father. He remembered his 
cousins, Eugene and John, but did not know where they lived. 

This led to the most valuable resource in my search the telephone 

book. Five phone calls later I had Eugene Avey of Sbelton on the phone. 
After an extended conversation he and his wife, Orabell, invited me out 
to their house. When I arrived he proceded to pull out so much informa- 
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tion on ray great grandfather I was overwhelmed. He and his father's fore- 
sight in preserving family records saved much time and added new life to 
my quest, not to mention the nice visits and an oyster dinner gathered "one 
morning and cooked by Orabell. In one book, "Augustas Story", his father 
had drawn a map for the location of the Avey farm in Augusta, Illinois. 
They introduced rce to their family and Eugene's brother's family who had 
a son named Michael which made two of us. 

In the late 1800s and early 1900s many counties in the United. States 
commissioned histories that are available in genealogy libraries through- 
out the country. In "Augustas Story" (DAR: 1921), I found referer ices to 
my great great grandfather and his place of birth. In the county history 
where he was born, I found a reference to my great great great grandfather 
and his place of birth. I contacted a number of Regional Genealogical 
Societies for additional information on the family once I knew the county 
they lived in. 

My sister, Judy Kaupp, had been busy amassing a military records file 
for me from the National Archives in Washington D.C. and I used their wes- 
tern equivalent in Seattle to search for information on the family. 

By this time I was hung up on the family in Maryland. I used the 
Genealogy Library of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. 
Their search file, which shows where people are located for different 
time periods according to census records, was used repeatedly. They also 
have vital records (birth, death, and marriage) on microfiche for states in 
the United States. 

A phone call to a Garland descendant (Marjorie Cole) in Colorado began 
a delightful correspondence. 



The Hall of Records in Annapolis, Maryland is that state's repository 
for all county records, which I used many times. In order to get an on 
site feeling for where the Aveys lived, to search land records, and at- 
tempt to clear up the confusion in Maryland, I flew to Baltimore, visited 
the Hall of Records in Annapolis, drove to Hagerstown, through West Virginia 
to Ohio, back to Pennsylvania, Hagerstown, and the Hall of Records researching 
in county courthouses and local libraries. 

Phone calls in both Maryland and Ohio to Aveys and Eaveys produced rel- 
atives still living in those areas. Pat Stine has lived up to her state- 
ment to me when she wrote, "Please remember you have the support of a net- 
work that bridges a continent" (Stine 1985). 



After returning to Tacoma, I contacted an individual in California 
(James Ryan) who was researching the Avey family. When I received his 
information, I began to collate the data I had into a chronology. 

After a period of organization, I realized I still had a problem with 
the family land location in Maryland with a gap between 1772 and 1794. I 
began searching: census records, vital records, land records, and county 
histories for Pennsylvania; using: the Tacoma Public Library, the Seattle 
Public Library, the National Archives, the Washington State Historical 
Society Museum Library, and the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Bay Saints 
Library. A variety of hypotheses were developed to test, thinking that the 
missing family may have moved into Pennsylvania. Census index records were 
checked for 1850 for Aveys in Pennsylvania and then that census was re- 
searched to see if they were part of the family. Land records were checked 
for each county 1 found Aveys in to see if I could find the missing Maryland 
family. At the same time, their last land purchase in Maryland was checked 
to see if it was located in a county other than those I had been researching 
in Maryland. 

A variety of historic books and articles were read to give me a feeling 
for what was going on in the country for each time period I was searching. 
Early newspapers were checked for obituaries and county atlases were used to 
locate Avey land. 

Because of the number of Aveys who were involved in the Civil War and 
the encouragement I received from a history instructor, Jim Tevis, I became 
quite intrigued by that period of history. This may be due, in part, to the 
large amount of information available through the National Archives. Pat 
Stine told me one of the Avey's houses was on the Anteitam, Maryland battle- 
field. A call to the Anteitam National Park was unsuccessful. Today I pur- 
chased a book in a used bookstore in Tacoma (Murfin 1965:242). As I rode 
home on the ferry, I opened it to the battlefield map and the Avey land was 
noted on the edge of the battlefield. I guess you call this random searching. 

To date I am using the Genealogical Library of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Bay Saints in Salt Lake City by ordering microfilm through our local 
branch library and anticipating a visit to the main library. 

Perhaps one other method should be noted in my investigation. Find some- 
one to talk to about your research. Preferrably, someone that will give you 
feedback on approaches you may not have thought of and not someone who thinks 
you have gone "around the bend". Actually, even someone who sits and acts 



like they are listening helps you to internalize your own data. To all my 
friends who I abused — Thanks. 



HISTORY 
MARYLAND 

Some members of the Avey family feel Henry Avey is the Henrich Ebby who 
came to America on the ship Samuel of London, which was mastered by Hugh Percy 
from Rotterdam to Philadelphia and qualified August 11, 1732 (Egle, W.H. ed. 
1967:37). At that time Henrich was 30 years old (Ibid: 38) and brought his 
wife, Elizabet Evy, age 28 (Ibid: 41) and their children: Lizabetha Evy, age 
8; Kathrina Evy, age 6; John Evy, age 4; and Margretha Evy, age 3 (Ibid:43). 
Mrs. Leo G. Koepfle (1973) notes that the ship was thought to have sailed 
from Berne, Switzerland to Rotterdam. Perhaps the ship was loaded on the 
Rhine River or the passengers came from Berne. People were leaving that area 
because of religious persecution. 

On March 20, 1745, Henry Avey purchased 200 acres of land (called Scotch 
Lott) in what is now Washington County, Maryland (Fig. 2:7) from John Davis. 
On March 19, 1746, he had it patented with a resurvey to include two more 
acres (202 total) (MSA 1746). 

Washington County, which is the next oldest in point of 
settlement in Western Maryland, was created on the 6fh of 
September, 1776, by an act of the Provincial Convention of 
Maryland. Montgomery County was also created by the same act. 
Originally Washington was part of Frederick, and embraced the 
present counties of Washington, Allegany, and Garrett. As now 
constituted it is bounded on the north by Pennsylvania, on the 
east by the South Mountain, which separates it from Frederick 
County, on the south and southwest by the Potomac River, dividing 
it from Virginia, and on the west by Sidling Hill Creek, which 
separates it from Allegany. The county is abundantly watered 
by the Anteitam, Beaver, Conococheague , Israel, Indian, and 
other creeks tributary to the Potomac. The original settlers 
of Washington County were composed principally of Germans, 
English, Scotch, Swiss, and French, the latter from the border 
provinces of Alsace and Lorraine. The hardy pioneers who settled 
the country were a simple, industrious people, who ate out of 



wooden trenchers and platters, sat upon three-legged stools 
or wooden blocks upon a dirt floor, used bear's grease for 
lard and butter, and cut up their food with the same sheath- 
knife which they used in dressing the deer killed by their 
rifles. Washington County began the year 1800 with a popu- 
lation of 16,108 whites, 342 free colored, and 2200 slaves, 
being a gain of but 2828 over the total number reported in 
1790. Hagerstown and Williamsport were already commercial 
and manufacturing centres of considerable importance; many 
saw, grist, and woolen-mills dotted the banks of the' 
Conococheague and Anteitam, and besides those of the villages 
numerous taverns were established at short intervals along 
the route of the principal highways, and almost invariably 
at the cross-roads. Comparatively, the county at that early 
date was an old, settled region. Indeed, many considered it 
as already overstocked with human occupants, and a large num- 
ber moving on to the westard sought homes in Kentucky. 
(Sharf J. 1968:973,981,982) 

In October 1747, Henry Avey took a naturalization oath and swore he had 
been in "his Majesty's Plantations" for at least seven years (MSA 1747). 

On June 19, 1753, John Avey (assumed to be a son of Henry) and Adam 
Hufman were brought before the Frederick County Maryland Court for "as- 
saulting Edward Dunfield and his wife". The complaint was filed by 
Elizabeth Dunfield. Edward Dunfield was brought before the court for 
"selling beare at the rate of 6d per quart by information of John Avey". 
Edward Dunfield petitioned the court and was granted a tavern licence 
and John and Adam had to give a bond that they would be "good" for six 
months. (Rice 1984:119,122) 

During the French and Indian War, John, Joseph, and Jacob Avey (as- 
sumed to be sons of Henry) assisted in the defence of the Colonies (MHM 
Vol.9: 359). They were probably part of the successful campaign of 1758 
rather than the 1757 defeat of General Braddock because many more men were 
called up for the former campaign. George Washington began his military 
career during this period of history. 

On the second day of March, 1763, Henry Evey made out his will leaving 
five acres of land to his oldest son John Avey. Jacob Avey and Joseph Evey 
were to receive the remaining land including a recent purchase from Isaac 
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Houser. Henry's wife was to receive a third of his moveable estate and could 
live on the place as long as she did not remarry. Jacob Evey was to give her 
yearly, 12 bushels of wheat, 50 lbs well broke hemp, a well fed 100 lb swine, 
foder for her one cow and brown mare, use of a meadow and a good Sythe, a 
place to keep ten hens, the garden next to the house, ten apple trees kept 
and dunged by Jacob, the bed, one pewter bafon, one pewter dish, one iron pot, 
one pan , two spoons , one iron stove , and yearly Jacob would give " the mother" 
two lbs wool, \ bushel salt, and fire wood. Henry Funk and Isaac Houser were 
appointed executors of his estate and it was witnessed by Andreas Huber, 
Christian Biller, and John Evey. At the bottom of the will is a note that 
it was translated from German to English. On 16 May, 1763, the will was pro- 
bated. (MSA 1763) 

Three things should be pointed out in the above will. Jacob Avey in- 
herited 100 acres of "Scotch Lott", the reference to the mother (underlined 
mine) rather than "his" mother which may mean this was a second marriage for 
Henry, and the fact that the will was translated from German. Tne will was 
written in German but this does not make the Aveys German. As Henry pro- 
bably could not write (most people could not) he probably had the will written 
for him. If he had written it I doubt that be would have spelled his sons 
names differently. 

In Williams (1906:1133) a descendant of John Avey noted his "great- 
grandfather with two of his brothers, emigrated from Holland to the Cumberland 
Valley prior to the Revolutionary War". According to my calculations this 
Dr. Eavey's great-grandfather would be a Henry Avey (2), son of John, which 
would indicate Williams (or his informant) was off by at least two gener- 
ations. The emigration from Holland may be correct but Holland was the em- 
barking point for all of Europe at that time and this does not necessarily 
make them Dutch. 

A letter in the possession of James Ryan (1985) indicates four brothers 
came from Germany in 1690 and John Avey, one of the four, was a teamster 
during the Revolutionary War and hauled supplies to Valley Forge. Of these 
four brothers, two remained in Pennsylvania and two, during one of the Indian 
Raids, came to Maryland with all they possessed on horseback. The individual 
who wrote the letter was a grandson of Jacob 2 Eavey and Susan Snavely, who 
were born in 1782 and 1790, respectfully, and married in 1807. Iheir chil- 
dren were married circa. 1827 and their children circa. 1847. So, I would 
say the letter was written after this date and probably in the late 1800s. 
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John Avey was probably not one of the four brothers who came in 1690 as he 
would have been too old to drive a team in 1776. This does not really fit 
the way the data looks. Henry Avey came to Maryland by 17^5. He was in 
this country by at least 1740. He swore he had been in the colonies seven 
years in 1747 (MSA 1747). We have no indication of a brother, however, 
Jacob's family may have retained land in Pennsylvania as we have very little 
information on them in Maryland. It will require a lot more research before 
we can solve this issue and I doubt that archaeology will help. 

On September 13, 1763, George Jacob Aye purchased a 473 'x62' let C#4) 
on Corrolls Creek in Frederick County (probably in the town of Frederick be- 
cause it was part of Taskors Chance owned by Daniel Dulany, which Frederick 
town was laid out on) (Williams 1967:24) from Frederick Whitman. In this 
document, George Jacob Aye was called the son and heir of Henry Aye (MSA 
1763b). 

On December 12, 1764, Jacob Avey, farmer, purchased from Isaac Houser 
a tract of land and premises called "Mistake" (part of "St. Patricks Lott" 
owned by Isaac Houser). The purchase was for 105 acres and cost 100 lbs. 
(MSA 1764) 

Joseph2 Avey, a son of Jacob, was born on May 10, 1767. May 12, 1768, 
Jacob Evey (Ebey; spelled both ways in document) purchased from John Avey 
the five acres willed him by Henry Evey. Jacob then turned around and sold 
99 acres of "Mistake" and 72 acres of "Scotch Lott" to Jacob Root. In this 
document, Jacob Evey's sawmill was mentioned at the mouth of a Run of Beaver 
Creek. Isaac Houser' s hemp mill was also mentioned. Mary, the wife of Jacob 
Evey, relinquished her dower rights to the above land (MSA 1768). 

The above sale left Jacob with approximately six acres of "Mistake", 32 
acres of "Scotch Lott", a lot in Frederick and part of the land Isaac Houser 
ted sold to Henry Avey before his death. 

On June 22, 1771, Jacob Evey sold to Jacob Saltsgaver 50 acres of land 
on Waggon Branch of Beaver Creek called "Wine Hill" (MSA 1771). Mary, wife 
of Jacob, relinquished her dower rights to the land. "Wine Hill" was or- 
iginally owned by Bambarger (Sharf 1968:985), but perhaps it was the land 
sold by Isaac Houser to Henry Avey as there is no record of a purchase by 
Jacob. 

On July 25, 1771, Joseph and Jacob Evey sold to Jacob Saltsgaver 27 
acres of "Scotch Lott" and six acres of "Mistake". Eve and Mary, the wives 
of Joseph and Jacob, relinquished their dower rights to the land (MSA 1771). 



The above sale left Jacob with five acres of "Scotch Lott", a lot in 
Frederick and nothing left of "Mistake". 

On July 26, 1772, Jacob Evey purchased from George Williams "Rogues 
Harbor" (next to "Captain Johns Bottom" owned by Adam Therwiel) containing 
50 acres of land. He also purchased "The Widows Purchase" containing 49s 
acres in the same area (MSA 1772). 

William Shoope's patent of "Rogues Harbor" show it to' be on the bank 
of the Potomac River over against where Isrial Friend used to live (MSA 
1751). A resurvey in 1753 noted it was "on the Branches of Potowmac" and 
joined a tract of land called "Falls Wood" (MSA 1753). 

No other land records for Jacob Avey were found in Washington County 
or Frederick County, Maryland. No will could be found for him in either 
county. A Jacob Avey shows up in Fayette County, Pennsylvania (Fig. 3:12) 
in the' 1790 census (USDOC 1908) with two males over 16 in the household and 
two females. A Jacob Ave is in the Washington County, Maryland 1790 census 
(USDOC 1907) with one male over 16, one under 16, and six females. It is 
doubtful that the later Jacob is the one we are looking for as the children 
are too young. One of Jacob's brothers, John, died in 1789 (Wash. Co., Md. 
1789) and the other, Joseph, died in 1797 (Wash. Co., Md. 1797). As John 
was the oldest (MSA 1763a) we would expect him to die first. Given that 
nothing happened to Jacob he would be fairly old in 1790. The land records 
and wills for Fayette County, Pennsylvania show no information on a Jacob 
Avey . 

The courthouse in Hagerstown, Maryland burned in 1871 (Sharf 1968:1106) 
so it is possible many records were lost that may have helped with this pro- 
blem. Presently, I am trying to pinpoint Jacob's last purchase (MSA 1772) 
of "Rogues Harbor" and searching counties in Pennsylvania because of the 
following statement:

Kezia Garland Avey - his wife of Md, dau of James 
& Grace Garland b June 27, 1771 d. Apr 26, 1864 - 
married in 1790. In 1794 moved to Ky. , near Lexington 
and into the N.W. Territory in 1797. They built the 
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first log cabin on the East Fork of the Little Miami 

River, 2H miles from its mouth. Later moved to this 

farm where they spent their lives. This cemetery STONE 

deeded to the Methodist Episcopal Church of Clermont, 

Ohio March 15, 1831, signed Oliver L. Perin. Granville 

H. Hull 1919. (DAR 1955:35) 

Although the above states that Joseph 2 Avey was bora in Pennsylvania, 
the 1850 United States Census for Clermont County, Ohio shows his birthplace 
as Maryland (United States 1850). As we have land records for Jacob in 
Maryland until 1772, 1 would assume that he would be there until then. 
However, Jacob may have purchased land in Pennsylvania prior to his father's 
death in 1 763 and may have even lived there. The repeated references to 
Pennsylvania in letters and family history leads me to believe it has a role 
heretofor unknown. 

It should be apparent there is another discrepency that needs to be 
solved. Joseph 2 Avey, bom May 10, 1767, lists his mother as Eve (DAR 1955). 
Jacob Avey (MSA 1768) on May 12, 1768, had a wife named Mary. A number of 
hypotheses have been developed to explain this and are currently being tested. 

1. Jacob's first wife, Eve, died after the birth of Joseph 2 
5/10/1767 and he married Mary by 5/12/1768. 

2. Jacob and Mary are not the right family for Joseph. 

■ 

3. Mary dies circa. 1772 - Jacob marries an Eve who raises 
Joseph 2 from the age of 5 and she is really the only 
"mother" he knows. 

4. Mary's middle name is Eve, or vice versa. 

5. Jacob and Mary are married early (circa. 1750) and they 
have a son named Jacob who marries an Eve and are the 
parents of Joseph . Note: There is some merit to this 
hypothesis because if Joseph 2 was born in 1767 and mar- 
ried in 1790, this would be when Jacob's older brother 
died (1789), who should be older than 40 when he dies. 

6. Jacob's brother, Joseph, who is married to an Eve (MSA 
1771), has the middle name of Jacob. Although they have 
a son named Joseph 3 (Wash. Co., Md. 1797), land records 
(bond) show this Joseph 3 in Maryland (Wash. Co., Md. 1804) 



after Joseph 2 and Kezia moved to the Northwest 

Territory in 1797 (DAR 1955:35). This should 

also eliminate this Eve as being his mother for 

if she was, she would have raised him. 
The bond given by Joseph 3 Avey Jr. to his brothers (Wash. Co., Md. 
180*4) Michael, Samuel, and Daniel, all sons of Joseph (Wash. Co., Md. 
1797), was signed "in Dutch" by Joseph. The will of Samuel (Wash. Co.,' . 
Md. 1822) was also signed in German. This would seem to add a little sub- 
stance to the German, Dutch, Swiss origins of the Aveys. If they are still 
writing in German after 60 to 100 years in this country it must be cul- 
turally reinforced. One other possibility was suggested to me by Susan 
Pinkis (1985), that they may have been French Huguenots who migrated to 
Germany because of Religious Persecution, became acculturated and then im- 
migrated to the Colonies. This was because Henry Avey was listed in a 
Huguenot publication (Giuseppi ed. 1964:10). I always liked this idea be- 
cause there is an Aveyron River in Southcentral France that flows into the 
Garonne River and northwest to Bordeaux. But if we are going to talk about 
place names, southwest of Bern, Switzerland, on Lake Geneva, is a town called 
Vevey . 

Before we leave Maryland it should be noted that there is a rich history 
of the Avey family in Washington County, Maryland. Descendants of the family 
are still there and have spread out into West Virginia, Pennsylvania, and 
other counties in Maryland. They have survived at least four wars and when 1 
queried Pat Stine (1985), a descendant of Jacob 3 Eavey of Sharpsburg, as to 
why they did not save more information, she noted "that their Bibles were 
rather bloody and hard to read". 

Joseph Avey 2 (son of Jacob) married Kezia Garland in 1790 (DAR 1955:35). 
Gracy Garland, mother of Kezia, was in the 1790 census (USDOC 1907) in 
Washington County, Maryland with two males under 16 and four females. Kezia 's 
father, James Garland, had enlisted in the Sixth Maryland Regiment on August 
15, 1777 and died October 18, 1777 during the American Revolution (MHS 1900: 
280). Marjorie Cole (1985), another descendant of the Garlands, is researching 
this family and feels they may have emmigrated to the Colonies as early as 
1650. Her constant enthusiasm and support almost drew me to researching this 
side of the family. I should note I never check a land record, will, or .mar- 
riage without looking for Garlands. Tne tradition of carrying the Garland 
surname as a middle name was passed on to my son, Shawn Garland Avey, without 
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even knowing why. 

OHIO 

Clermont County, Ohio (Fig. 4:16) (Fig. 5:17) is located in the south- 
west corner of the state. It touches the Ohio River on the south and the 
Little Miami River is on the northwest corner. The East Fork of the Little 
Miami River runs central through the county. "On one side or the other in. its 
meandering through the country spreads out a fine, rich bottom, and sometimes 
on each, which contain the most fertile soils in the state and make the best 
improved farms in the west, particularly adapted to the ' production oT' corn and 
now beginning to be planted with tobacco..." (Everts 1880:10). "The channel 
of the East Fork is about two hundred feet below the table-land through which 
it flows" (Ibid: 12). "Clermont has no high hills or mountains..." and "...its 
general surface forms a plateau or table-land with a mean elevation of four 
hundred feet above low-water mark in the Ohio at Cincinnati" (Ibid: 12). "The 
mean elevation of the county above the sea is nine hundred and twenty -five 
feet..." and "the average temperature at Cincinnati for the eighty-three years 
ending January 1, 1880, was 57°65'..." (Ibid:23). "The winters of 1799 and 
1800 are proported to have been very mild" (Ibid: 24), which would have helped 
Joseph and Kezia to get organized in their new home. "The first settlements 
in the county were made in the years 1795 and 1796, immediately following the 
Greenville treaty with the Indians;...'" (Ibid: 50). 

"Union is one of the townships (Fig. 6:18) bordering on the Hamilton 
County line, the second from the Ohio, and having for its northern boundary 
the East Fork of the Little Miami. It was erected with its present propor- 
tions from Ohio township in December, 1811, with Batavia on the east and, 
since 1853, Pierce forms the southern boundary. In this part the surface is 
level, and the township retains this characteristic until within a few miles 
of the East Fork, when it becomes broken and rugged, but immediately bordering 
on that stream are fine meadow-lands whose beauty and fertility are not sur- 
passed in the county. Some parts of the uplands are clayey and their fer- 
tility is variable, but generally the soil is productive, and Union ranks well 
agriculturally. In the western part it is especially adapted for market- 
gardening, and considerable attention is paid to that industry. The streams 
are small, draining northward into the East Fork. They are, in the order named 
from the east, Shaylor's, Salt, and Hall's Runs". (Ibid:443) 

Just north of Union township and separated by the East Fork of the Little

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Miami is the township of Miami (Fig. 6:18). It was to this township that 
Joseph and Kezia first came and settled on the George S. Swing place (Ibid: 

Michael Swing had "married a daughter of Philip Gatch. .." (Ibid:3l6, 
462). Philip Gatch originally came from Maryland where; "In 1774, Philip 
Gatch and William Walters took an appointment, and were the first native 
Methodist preachers in America to serve a circuit" (Ibid: 462). . "...he 
moved to Buckingham County, Virginia, where in 1780, he liberated the slaves 
which his wife (Elizabeth Smith) brought with her at her marriage. The evils 
of slavery becoming more deeply impressed on him, he determined to remove to 
the Northwestern Territory. Accordingly, on the 11th of October, 1798, he 
and his brother-in-law, Reverend James Smith, his friend, Ambrose Ranson, and 
others (white and colored) to the number of thirty-six persons, started for 
the Miami country,..." (Ibid: 463) James Garland, a brother of Kezia Avey, 
was married to Philip Gatch 's daughter, Presoci.a (Ibid: 463). The following 
letter from Philip Gatch to Edward Dromgoole sums up what Clermont County was 
like in 1802: 

Clermont County, Forks of L. Miami 
Territory of the United States N.W. of the Ohic 

Febry 11th 1802 

Dear Brother 

Unexpectedly I received a letter from you dated 26th of 
August. Oppertunity has failed in answering the same until 
now. The Lord has been my helper since I saw you last thro 
a Dangerous Wourld. I hope I have been persevering untill 
now, in the work and ways of God. I shar'd in a considerable 
revival in Powhatan and also in Buckingham, where I felt my 
self greatly attach 't to the people and where I could have 
whish't to have spent my days but I felt unwilling to lay my 
Bones there, and leave my Children whom I tenderly loved in 
a land of slavery not knowing what the Evils there of would 
amount to in there time. the Lord has conducted us in safety 
to this New Countrey, where we have been over three years, 
and I can say, that I believe our way has been of the Lord, 
this last summer we have had a stir of Religion.- one of our 



children and a Black Boy of our Familey got converted, our 
three oldest daughters profess religion, my wife I hope is 
devoted to God. we have Eight Children: 4 sons, and 4 
daught(er)s. One Daughter married since we came to this 
countrey . . . . 

This countrey is far distant from you but I heartily 
whish you where settled here with your Familey and all my 
old Friends that are out of the Spirit of Slavery. the 
Countrey is Beautiful in its situation and promices every 
advantage I believe that any Countrey in this Wourld can do. 
the L. Miami is a Beautiful stream. it's clear summer, and 
winter Flush and swift, and the best stream for Mills I ever 
saw not excepting Brandywine. there is about near a Dowzen 
Mills on this stream and is sufficient for mills in a straight 
direction about sixty miles up it. I have been up it about 
40 miles and there is a Mill still higher up. there are also 
many other good streams for mills in this Countrey that I 
have seen: Cezar Creek, and Todds Forks, and Andersone Fork, 
these are good for Mills, and Mad River also which empties 
into the B(ig) Miami. there is a number of fine springs, 
and salt springs, and where springs are not the People get 
fine Wells of water. I can assure you that this Countrey 
is Possest of an excellent Boddy of Water for every pur- 
pose. I am settled about Ten miles distance from the Ohio 
and about Fifteen from Cincinnatta a Flourishing Town on 
our side the Ohio, A considerable place of Trade. there 
was three Sea vessals Built on the Ohio and went down Loaded 
last year, great number of Boats also went down the River 
Loaded with Flower, Bacon,... Bear & so (me this year) 
floa(ted) down already and many more are going. I believe 
we shall not want for trade in this Countrey. 

when I came to the Countrey the land that I had bought 
before I came to the Countrey did not suit us to settle on, 
so I bought a small piece the 16th of Janry (1799). we built 
our cabbins, cleard our ground and raisd a plenty of Flax, 
Hemp and Cotten for cloathing, and Corn more than we needed 



for our own use, and turnips, Pumpkins and potatoes in abun- 
dance, in short our Countrey is good for every kind of pro- 
duce that Virginia and Maryland, Pennsylvania and the Jersies 
take in. The land is in common Rich and a great deal of it 
richer I expect than you ever saw. we have raisd from 50 
Bushells to 90 odd to the Acre of Corn, Wheat and Rye is won- 
derful in its groth and produce. Land is 2 Dollars and there 
abouts pr Acre in the Woods, improved land 3-4, 5, 6, 7, 8 
pr.acre. Wc have had two sickly Falls (—autumns) since we ' 
have been in the Countrey, A Fever attended with great pain 
and Chills, our Familey was very sick with it the (Fall) 
before last.... the up Lands are generaly healthey. I have 
(enjoyed) more real health for the length of time toge(ther 
since) I was in my Sixteenth Year. 

we have Iron... Iron about 9d pr pound. Sugar we make, 
want for no necessary article. Salt 2 and 3 d (ollars) . as 
to the Indians we feel no more affraid of them (than) you do 
there. the Countrey is setled above us 60 (miles. We have) 
been more affraid of the Negroes in Virginia (day) or Night 
than I have ever been in this Coun(try of the) Poor Indians, 
put it all together, tell Sister my Wife feels quite comfort- 
able here and say(s she is glad) she is out of Virginia. I 
think your best (route) will be to go to Redstone and so 
come down the O(hio) and Land at Col(umb)ia at the Mouth of 

the (L. Miami) it will be n(ecessary to) have a Tent and 

a good Road Waggon, so we where first and made out very well 
in our journey. 

We have no Slavery as yet amoung us. some whish for it 
but I hope God will never permit it. I Pray against it, and 
talk against it, but I hope the greater part of our People 
are against it. at present our government is fleeting but I 
expect it will be more permanent and sufficiently garded a- 
gainst (slavery) . I and my Wife join in our Former Love to 
you and Your Wife. God Bless you all. if you dont come, 
write again and pray for us. Philip Gatch (Sweet 1964:152-155) 



"Joseph Avey came from Maryland to Kentucky in 1794, and about four 
years later settled in Miami township, on the George S. Swing place (Fig. 
7:23). About 1800 he moved to Union township, to the place now occupied 
by his son, John G. (Fig. 8:22}), where he died Aug. 28, 1859, at the age 
of ninety-three years. Nine of his children grew to mature years, viz.: 
James, who removed to Indiana after 1837; Joseph, who lived and died near 
Olive Branch; John F., born on the homestead in 1806, and for the greater 
part of his life has resided there; Elizabeth, the wife of William Fisher, 
of Butler County; Sally, the wife of Dr. I. Spence; Presocia, the wife of 
Harvey Perin, of Miami; Kezia, the wife of D. Sutton, of Union; Martha, the 
wife of Rev. John H. Hull, of Indiana". (Everts 1880:445) 

"Jacob Teal, a brother-in-law of Avey, came with him from Maryland, and 
settled temporarily in Miami, but finding the location unhealthy purchased a 
tract of land on the hills in Eastern Union, where now lives Oscar Johnson. 
He died about thirty-five years ago having reared three sons and three daugh- 
ters. Jacob, the eldest son, first lived on a part of the homestead, but be- 
fore his death became a large land-owner. Samuel, the second son, was a 
blacksmith, and carried on his trade below Perin' s Mills until his death. 
The youngest son, Jesse, lived and died on the homestead. The daughters mar- 
ried: Sarah, Joseph Jaynes, of Miami; Elizabeth, William Potter; and Ann, 
William Vorheis, of Batavia". (Everts 1880:445) 

I am not sure Jacob Teal was actually a brother-in-law of Joseph. On 
June 30, 1791, Jacob Teal was married to Elizabeth Lininger by Reverend 
Forrest in Frederick County, Maryland (Barnes 1978:224). Everts notes (1880: 
458), "Among the first pioneers of Clermont were Jacob Teal and his wife, 
Elizabeth, of German descent, who, in the year 1796 emigrated from Queen Anne 
County, Maryland, to Kentucky, where they resided until the spring of 1798, 
when they located near the East Fork of the Little Miami River..." Elizabeth 
could be an Avey or a Garland that was previously married to a Lininger, how- 
ever, a copy of a DAR application in my possession, filled out by Effie Meyer, 
an Avey descendant, shows Grace Garland's (Kezia's mother )' maiden name as 
Linegan. Although I have no documents to back it up, I think Elizabeth is 
Kezia's cousin and the term brother-in-law is being used loosely. 

Other members of the Garland family settled in Ohio about the same time 
as Joseph and Kezia and all were founding members of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in that region. 

"Miami has the honor of having within her bounds the oldest Methodist 
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society in the State of Ohio, if not, indeed, the first organized in the 
great Northwest; and the history of the formation of The . Methodist Episcopal 
Church of Milford will be read with especial interest by Christians of every 
creed as the beginning of an epoch when public religious worship was intro- 
duced into what is now Clermont County. In the summer of 1797 the Reverend 
Francis McCormick, a local preacher from Virginia, who had just settled near 
what is now Milford, gathered his pioneer neighbors together and formed 
them into a class according to the usages of the Methodist Church. The 
persons thus associated were Francis McCormick and his wife Rebecca, Philip 
Hill and his wife, Ezekiel Dimmitt and Phoebe his wife, John Ramsey and wife, 
Asel Hitchcock and his wife Jane, Barbara Malott, William Salter, Jeremiah 
Hall, Jane Easter, Esther Matson, and John Mitchell. In the spring of 1798 
this feeble and widely-separated membership was augmented by accessions, 
Grace and Lucretia Garland, Joseph Avey and wife, and Jacob Teal and his 
wife becoming members; and in the fall of the same year the number was still 
further increased by the coming of the Rev. Philip Gatch and his wife 
Elizabeth, and their daughters, Presocia and Martha, and Ambrose Ranson and 
his wife Nancy. It will be seen that the church was founded and in early 
years nurtured by local preachers, who here, as well as in most other places, 
did the pioneer work, and many souls were added to the church as the result 
of their labors. In the latter part of 1798 the Rev. John Kobler came as 
the missionary of the old Kentucky Conference, and preached to the Methodists 
in this part of Ohio, preparatory to the formation of a regular circuit. 
He visited Milford, and his preaching greatly strengthened the church. In 
the spring of 1799, Miami Circuit of the Kentucky Conference was formed, 
embracing all the country along the Miami as far north as the settlements 
extended". (Everts 1880:479-480) 

Just prior to their move into Ohio, James Garland Avey was born to 
Kezia and Joseph circa. 179^-95 (DAR 1921:99). Ihe tradition of carrying 
Garland as a middle name will be 200 years old in 1994-95. 

Because the tombstone in Ohio indicated (DAR 1955:35) Joseph was a 
(Rev sold) Revolutionary soldier, records were searched in the National 
Archives in Seattle, Washington. In the index to soldiers who fought in 
the war of 1812, he was found to have served with Colonel McFarland's 
Detachment of the Indiana Militia. In the National Archives, Washington 
D.C., the file shows he served with "Captain Charles Campbell's company 
of militia, drafted from the 3rd Reg't Indiana and ordered into service 



for protection of the frontiers of Dearborn County, Indiana" (NARS 1985a). 
He served as a private from April 8, 1 81 3 to June 17. 1813. He was due 
$18.66 for his service. On April 5, 1817, Joseph gave power of attorney 
to George Sullivan to collect his pay. There is no indication he was ever 
reimbursed for his service (NARS 1985a). It sounds like there might have 
been a class action lawsuit filed against the United States to receive back 
pay for these veterans. 

On March 22, 1821, James Garland Avey (son of Joseph) was married to 
Mary Brenton by Laben Brazier DMEC (Clermont Co., Ohio 1979). James and 
Mary had six children: Lida, who married a Bostick; J., born 9/19/1 82^ and 
died 10/17/1844; Sarah; William; Emma born 4/12/1844, married James Sickal 
on 9/14/1870, and died 11/4/1906; and John A. (my great grandfather). 

By 1826, James had his own land on the same piece of property as his 
father (Everts 1880:446). By 1837, the desire to move west was once again 
succumbed to and James and Mary moved to Indiana (Everts 1880:445). Records 
in Illinois show that he came to Augusta township, Hancock County, Illinois 
(Fig. 9:27) in 1830 (DAR 1921:99), so their stay in Indiana must have been 
brief. 

ILLINOIS 

"Hancock County is situated about forty miles north of the center of 
the State, on its west line, and within what is known as the "Military 
Bounty Land Tract." It is bounded on the south by Adams county, to which 
it was attached from 1825 to 1829, east by McDonough and Schuyler, north 
by Henderson, and west by the Mississippi river, which separated it from 
Clarke county, Missouri, and Lee county, Iowa, and constitutes about two- 
fifths of its whole boundary. It lies between forty degrees and ten min- 
utes and forty degrees and forty minutes north latitude; and between thir- 
teen degrees and thirty-five minutes and fourteen degrees and five minutes 
west longitude from Washington. It is thirty miles long from north to 
south, and on an average of twenty-four miles wide from east to west —its 
northern line measuring just twelve miles to its intersection with the 
Mississippi, while its southern measures a little over thirty miles. Its 
western line, following the meanderings of the river, measures about forty- 
five miles." (Gregg 1 880:13) 

John Avey , son of James Garland Avey, was married three times. He 
and his first wife, Lucinda Rice, had four children: Joseph Richardson,

Marquis Layfayette, Mary Margaret, and Thomas Wesley. His second marriage 
was to Mary Beatrice Louisa Sickal and they had three children: Peter 
Francis, Lucinda Catherine, and Horace Mann. After the death of Mary," John 
married her sister, Margaret Anne, and they had five children: John W. , 
Chas. M. , James Garland, Bertie D. , and Eugene Schofield (NARS 1985b). 

John's sister, Emma, married James Sickal, a brother to his wives. 
Frank Sickal, another brother, fought alongside Joseph Richardson Avey 
during the Civil War (Avey, E. 1984). 

The Sickals were of Italian descent and came to the United States be- 
tween 1825 and 1840 (Frank was born in Italy circa. 1825 and Margaret was 
born in Louisville, Kentucky in 1840) (NARS 1985b&d). Tradition has it that 
the material used in Margaret's wedding dress was woven in the mills owned 
by the family in Italy and the material was brought with them when they 
came to this country. 

Lucinda (Rice) Avey and Mary (Sickal) Avey share the same headstone 
in the Pulaski, Illinois cemetery (Pulaski 1985). 

On August 6, 1862, John Avey joined Company C. , 72nd Regiment, Illinois 
Infantry and served through the Civil War until he was discharged on August 
7, 1865 at Vicksburg, Mississippi (NARS 1985c). Earing my research I ac- 
cumulated so much information on the Avey family for the Civil War period 
that I felt it deserved special attention. It is the subject of another 
paper. Suffice it to say Aveys from Illinois, Ohio, Maryland, and Pennsylvania 
fought in almost every major campaign during the war. 

WASHINGTON 

A son of John Avey climbed on a train circa. 1898 and moved from 
Augusta, Illinois to Hoquiam, Washington. Sometime thereafter two more 
sons followed suit. Two eventually ended up in Elma, Washington where 
they were joined by their parents John and Margaret in 1910. (Avey E 
1984) 

It should be noted that this was the first time in the tradition of 
the family, as now known, that a move was made for reasons other than 
looking for good farmland. Except for some milling (saw-flour) activity, 
all of the Aveys had been farmers and the milling activity was usually as- 
sociated with the farm. Eugene Avey became a teacher and attorney, Chas. 
Avey became a fisherman, and James Avey a painter. 
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I should also admit to a bias at this point. Almost all of ray time 
to date has been spent on researching information outside the state of 
Washington and pre-1900. I actually have less information on my grand- 
father than I do on my great grandfather. 

James Garland Avey , son of John Avey, was married twice. Of his first 
family very little is known except they lived in the Portland, Oregon area 
(circa. 1900) and they had three boys and one girl. (Avey J. 1984) 

His second marriage was to Mabel Ann Garey and they had three chil- 
dren: Marion Elva, Margarete Bonnie, and James Lester. James Garland Avey 
was born on 5/10/1867 in Augusta, Illinois. He was an independent painting 
contractor and settled in Wena tehee, Washington (circa. 1918). He died in 

that city on 2/22/1 9*6. 

James Lester Avey was born in Hoquiam, Washington on 2/7/1916. He 
was raised in Wenatchee, Washington. Just prior to WWII, he served in the 
Civilian Conservation Corps at Fort Lewis, Washington and Leavenworth, 
Washington. At the beginning of WWII, he was employed by the Wenatchee 
Fire Department where he stayed until retirement. He was married to Leona 
Marie Brownlow on9/24/1938 and they had four children: Judith Ann, Michael 
Garland, Shirley Marie, and Steven James. 

M ichael Garland Avey was born in Wena tehee , Washington on February 4 , 
1941. He attended school in Wenatchee until 1959 when he joined the United 
States Air Force. After basic training in Texas he spent three years in 
Pforzheim, Germany (12th Radio Relay Squadron) and eight months at Mt. Lemon 
Air Force Station Tuscon, Arizona. He has two children, Shawn Garland Avey 
and Natalie Jo Avey. 

Michael Avey attended Wenatchee Valley College and Washington State 
University, graduating with a Masters degree in Anthropology in 1972. He 
has taught school in the Tacoma area (Tacoma Community College, Fort 
Steilacoom Community College, and Pierce College at Fort Steilacoom) since 
1972. His research in archaeology has focused on the Pacific Northwest. 

Shawn Garland Avey was born on May 3, 1964 in Wenatchee, Washington. 
He has lived in Arizona and Washington attending schools in both areas. 
He graduated from the New Mexico Military Institute, Roswell, New Mexico 
in May 1984. He joined the National Guard, 258th Engineers Company, Phoenix, 
Arizona in 1985 and is currently attending the Phoenix Institute of Tech- 
nology in Phoenix, Arizona. 
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MARYLAND LAND 

Because there was no will or account for George Jacob Avey that named 
his children in Maryland, it was deemed necessary to identify his brothers' 
families. In this way, we might determine George Jacob's children through 
a process of elimination. 

John Avey patented at least two tracts of land in .what is now Washington 
County, Maryland: "Avey's Delight and Resurvey" on August 19, 1751, 450 
acres, and "Avey's Good Luck" on June 2, 1769, 453 acres (Sharf 1968, Vol.11: 
982). I am not certain he had a total of 903 acres or if "Avey's Good Luck" 
is just a new name for "Avey's Delight" with new boundries, as he sold and 
purchased land adjacent to "Avey's Delight" from 1760 to 1773 (MSA 1760, 
1765, & 1773). What is important is that the land is on the east side of 
Beaver Creek (MSA 1754) and both tracts are adjacent to a tract of land 
called "Mt. Pleasant" (MSA 1754; MSA 1773). (This means that both tracts 
of land are in the same area ) . One piece ( "Avey ' s Good Luck ) is marked by 
a stone with I.E. 1769 written on it (MSA 1773). John's father, Henry, also 
had land ("Scotch Lott") on Beaver Creek (MSA 1746). As John was the oldest 
son of Henry, it is possible that his father helped him to get started on 
his own farm (MSA 17&3a) in the same area. This would also explain why 
his (Henry's) oldest son only received five acres of "Scotch Lott" in 
Henry's will (MSA 1763a). The above data allows us to separate John's 
family from that of Joseph or Jacob. Land records for John will reference 
"Avey's Delight", "John's Delight" or "Avey's Good Luck". Joseph's or 
Jacob's land records will reference "Scotch Lott" as they inherited all 
but five acres of that land from Henry (MSA 1763a) and Jacob purchased 
John's five acres of "Scotch Lott" in '1768 (MSA 1768). By 1771, Jacob 
had sold all but five acres of "Scotch Lott' (MSA 1768; MSA 1771), so after 
this date most land transactions referring to this piece of land will be 
Joseph's family. 

John Avey died in 1789. In his will he named three sons: John 2 , 
Henry 2 , and Christian; and one daughter, Elizabeth. John 2 , in lue of 
land, was given 150 pounds money. Elizabeth was given 30 acres of land 
with buildings (probably the house). Henry 2 and Christian inherited the 
land (Wash. Co., Md. 1789). It is possible that John 2 was old enough to 
have patented "Avey's Good Luck" in 1769 and perhaps this was why he only 
received money. No mention was made of John's wife in the will so, per- 



haps, she died before him. In the land records (MSA 1765) it shows her 
name as Cristina. 

John also had other children who were not named in his will. In the 
land records of Washington County, Maryland, there is a deed between Daniel 
Conrad and Henry 2 Eavey, one of the heirs of John Eavey. In this deed it 
names Henry Eavey, Elizabeth Eavey, Christian Eavey ^ John Eavey, Abraham 
Eavey, Andrew Eavey, Henry Marhoff, and John Sponogle as John's lawful 
heirs. Henry's 2 wife, Elizabeth, relinquished her dower rights in this 
document (Wash. Co., Md. 1792). ' • "| 

In the will of Barbara Avey (Wash. Co., Md. 1801), she names two daugh- 
ters of John Avey, Mary and Ann. Barbara may be a wife of one of the Aveys 
or a sister to John, Joseph, and Jacob. 

In land records (Wash. Co., Md. 1 81 3 ) deeds were recorded that named 
Mary, wife of Henry Nearhoff (Marhoff); Anna, wife of John Sponogle; Eve, 
wife of Abraham Avey; and Elizabeth, wife of John 2 Avey. They gave bond 
that they received full amount of the estate of John Avey which released 
the land to Christian and Henry 2 . These documents also suggest that they 
were living in Huntington County, Pennsylvania (Wash. Co., Md. 1 81 3 ) • 
Therefore, John's children would be Henry 2 , John 2 , Christian, Abraham, 
Andrew, Elizabeth. Ann, and Mary. Only Henry 2 , Christian, and Elizabeth 
received part of John's land. 

Joseph Avey . In the will of Joseph Avey , he names two daughters and 
four sons: Chris teny, who was "a lunitick deprived of natural reason also 
dum and no use of her limbs", Ann, Michael, Daniel, Samuel, and Joseph 2 . 
He left his estate to his wife, Eve. In the event of her death, three 
hundred pounds were to be taken out for the care of Christeny, Ann was 
to get the personal estate because she helped with Christeny, and the re- 
maining was to be divided among all the children after the death of Christeny 
(Wash. Co., Md. 1797). 

Jacob Avey . By elimination, this leaves us with three unaccounted 
Aveys for this time period in Washington County, Maryland: the Joseph 
who married Kezia Garland in 1790 and removed to Ohio (DAR 1955:35); 
Peter Evey, who died in 1822 (Wash. Co., Md. 1822); and Catherine, who 
died in 1826 and mentioned her brother Peter's will (Wash. Co., Md. 1826). 
These are all candidates for the family. There appears to be two Andrews 
in Washington County, Maryland about this time period. One is a son of 
John. The other is probably a son of Jacob. I know there were two be- 



cause one was born in 1768 and died in 18^0 (Miller 19^2 Vol. IV: 222), and 
one purchased a piece of property from Jacob French in 1770 (MSA 1770) 
called "Dry Land", two years after the former one was born. 

"SCOTCH LOTT" 

As Jacob sold his portion of "Scotch Lott" to Jacob Root (MSA 1768) 
and Jacob Saltsgaver (MSA 1771), one could follow their sales until you 
found who they sold to and so on until you had a current owner. 

As far as we know, Joseph Avey and Eve transferred to Michael s Samuel, 
and Daniel part of "Scotch Lott". 

We know that "Scotch Lott" was next to both "Mistake" and "Jacob's 
Lott" (MSA 1771) and "Mistake" was a part of "St. Patrick's Lott" (MSA 
1764). "Scotch Lott" was on the south side of Beaver Creek near Jacob 
Avey's sawmill at the mouth of a run of Beaver Creek (MSA 1768). In a 
Washington County deed, Peter Newcomer Sr. sold to a Jacob Evey, for 
$5,500, land on the north side of the turnpike from Boosnboro to Hagerstown.. 
part of "Jacob's Lott", part of "Mistake" and part of "Scotch Lott"... 
(Wash. Co., Md. 1825). In the 1877 atlas of Washington County, Maryland, 
there were still Aveys and Newcomers in this area (Fig. 10:33). 

"AVEY'S DELIGHT/ "AVEY'S GOOD LUCK 
(John's Family) 

From land records we know that both of these pieces of property are 
adjacent to a tract of land called "Mt. Pleasant" (MSA 1753, 1754). Mt. 
Pleasant is a small town in Boonsboro District, Washington County, Maryland 
(Fig. 10:33). We also know the land is on the east side of Beaver Creek 
(MSA 1754). One piece, "Avey's Good Luck", was marked by a stone with 
I.E. 1769 written on it (MSA 1773). On the eleventh of June 1814, Henry 2 
Avey sold to Joseph Emmert part of "Avey's Good Luck" and "Avey's Delight" 
(Wash. Co., Md. 1814). In this deed Henry 2 says that the stone marked 
I.E. 1769 was put there by John Avey, Henry's 2 father, to divide the land 
inherited by Christian and Henry 2 (Wash. Co., Md. 1814). An I. Emmert is 
located on the map near Beaver Creek in 1877 Fig. 10:33). In Miller (1942, 
Vol. 11:300) there is a notation, "on William Kfetzer, or Marble Quarry Farm, 
east of Benevola, on Route 40 (15) I. Eavey died 1769". A deed, in the pos- 
session of a Mr. Wisherd (Ryan 1985), from Henry 2 Avey to Jacob Avey, is for 
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(Lake et.al . 1 877:51 ) 



part of "Avey's Good Luck" beginning at a stone marked I.E. 1769 standing 
by the side of a small dwelling house (Wash. Co., Md. l8l*Ja). J.D. Wisherd' 
house was located on the 1877 map in Beaver Creek district (Fig. 11:35). Mr 
Wisherd' s relation to the Avey family is as follows: 

John D. Wisherd was born in 1823, in Franklin Co., Pa., 
and died March 25, 1904. He was a son of John Wisherd. 

Jacob Wisherd was the first one of - the family to come-,, ■. 
to America. He had two sons, Jacob and John. In all pro- 
bability he settled in some portion of Pennsylvania; it is 
certain that his two sons settled in Franklin County. The 
list of taxables for 1786 in Washington township. Franklin 
County, Pa., or that portion which is now included in Quincy 
township, contains the names of John Wisherd, James Wisherd 
and Edward Wisherd. John Wisherd, son of Jacob, married a 
German, and lives in Franklin County. He and his brother 
Jacob both had large families. Jacob Wisherd farmed for a 
time the Dr. Humrichouse farm near Williamspor t, and then 
moved to McDonough County, 111., settling near Bushnell. 
Here he shipped stock for a time. He was attacked by 
rheumatism of an inflammatory character, which went to 
his heart and killed him suddenly. He married Miss Stall, 
and had a family of six children. Two daughters are dead. 
Jacob, David and Martin are living; one son is deceased. 

John Wisherd, of Franklin County, Pa., had children, 
as follows: Edward Wisherd, who was married in Illinois 
in early manhood; he removed to Missouri, and nothing is 
known of their family; William, deceased, was married and 
settled for a time in the West; John D. ; Catharine, who 
married Simon Zimmerman; both are dead, and left children; 
a daughter who married Samuel Elliott, and lived in Penn- 
sylvania, where they had one daughter, Mary; another 
daughter who married John Moninger; Susan, who married 
Wesley Shoop; Mary, who married John Myers; and Sabina, 
who married Mr. Maun, and had one daughter. 

John D. Wisherd, who was educated in Franklin Co., 
made up his mind to seek for success in another, field. 
He therefore borrowed seventy-five cents, and made his 



way to Beaver Creek District, Washington County, Md. , 
where he began his career as a marble cutter, at Avey's 
marble quarry. He prospered from the beginning, and later 
became a manufacturer of tombstones, which he erected not 
only in Maryland, but in Pennsylvania and Virginia. 
This was his occupation for more than twenty years. 
In due time he married Tracy Avey, a daughter of Jacob 
Avey. Jacob Avey was born December 5, 1782, and died October 
1, 1828. His wife, Susan Snavely, was born December 27, 
1790, and died June 27, 1852. Jacob and Susan (Snavely) 
Avey were married June 9, 1807, and had the following chil- 
dren: Margaret, born June 5, 1808, and died April 15, 1863, 
was married to Daniel Emmert; Joseph, born March 21, 1810, 
and died in August, 1891; Rachel, born January 12, 1812, 
was married to William Lockridge, who was the inventor of 
the air-brakes used on steam railroads; John, born January 
14, 1814, died September 30, 1879; Susan, born April 4, 1816, 
died in March, 1890, was married to Jacob R. Martin; Jacob, 
born April 21, 1818; Henry, born May 31, 1820, died December 
23, 1903; Ezra, born October 10, 1822, died April 20, 1897; 
Elizabeth, born June 27, 1825, died February 11, 1855, mar- 
ried Joseph Newcomer; Tracy R. , born November 20, 1827, died 
September 30, 1879. John Snavely, the father of Susan Snavely, 
was born August 10, 1759, and died December 17, 1819. His 
wife, Rachel Snavely, was born October 2, 1761, and died 
December 7, 1821 . 

John D. Wisherd settled at marriage at the old marble 
quarry above mentioned. Here he subsequently purchased 
115 acres of land, which is still in the possession of mem- 
bers of his family. By his marriage with Miss Avey, he had 
four children: J. Avey, born March 25, 1855, is unmarried; 
Charles M. ; William M. , who is married to Mamie Slyer, of 
Hagerstown; and Elmer Joseph, deceased, who married Miss 
Jennie Foreman, and had no children. 

Charles M. Wisherd, the second son of John D. and 
Tracey (Avey) Wisherd, was born May 16, 1858, and married 
Clara E. Kaylor, daughter of Thomas and Hannah (Stouffer) 



Kaylor. Charles M. Wishcrd and wife have seven children: 
Nellie, Bessie, Iva, John, Mary, Fred and Beula. Charles 
M. Wisherd is a director of the City Savings Bank of 
Hagerstown. He and his brother, J. Avey, are cultivating 
the old homestead, which is owned by Charles M. Wisherd. 
The Wisherd family is one of the best known and most pro- 
gressive in the community where they live. Mr. Wisherd 
has placed a silo beside his barn, and believes in cul- 
tivating the farm in accordance with the most improved 
methods. On this farm there is a mill, which has been 
in use for a great many years. It is run by water power, 
and is used by Mr. Wisherd to grind meal and manufacture 
feeds. (Williams 1 906 , Vol. II .-735-736) 

The above is probably why Kir. Kfetzer's farm was called the "Marble 
Quarry Farm" in 19^2 (Killer 1942). 

LAND ON THE POTOMAC 
Jacob 

In 1772 Jacob Evey purchased from George Williams "Rogue's Harbor" 
(50 acres) and "The Widow's Purchase" (49i acres). These were both by 
a tract of land called "Captain John's Bottom" taken up by Adam Therwiel. 
The sale included "Houses and Buildings". The land was in what was then 
Frederick County, Maryland. (MSA 1772) 

William Shoope's patent of "Rogue's Harbor" show it to be on the 
bank of the Potomac River over against where Isrial Friend used to live 
(MSA 1751). A resurvey in 1753 located it "on the branches of Potowmac" 
and it joined a tract of land called "Falls Wood" (MSA 1753). 

Joseph's Family 

In 1783, Joseph Avey bought 79 acres of "Spriggs Delight" from John 
More. The land was on the Potomac River near a small island below a 
fording place called Charle's Anderson's ford. All houses and buildings 
were included in the sale. (Wash. Co., Md. 1783) 

In 1789, Joseph Avey purchased from Richard Robins of Fayette County, 
Pennsylvania, 33 acres of a tract of land called "Troublesome". (Wash. Co. 



Md. 1789) 

In 1791, Joseph Avey purchased from John More of Hampshire County., 
Virginia, 57 acres of "Spriggs Delight" next to "Chews Farm". (Wash. 
Co., Md. 1791) 

In 1803, Michael, Samuel, and Daniel Avey (sons of Joseph) bought 
from Peregrine and Elizabeth Fitzhugh of Baltimore County, Maryland, 71 
and 1/8 acres of "Addition to Chews Farm". (Wash. Co., Md. 1803) 

In 1801), Samuel and Daniel Avey deeded to Michael Avey part of 
"Spriggs Delight" and part of "Addition to Chews Farm" near the Potomac. 
A large stone in the graveyard was a division marker between the lands 
of Samuel and Michael. Elizabeth, the wife of Samuel, and Margaret, the 
wife of Daniel, relinquished their dower rights to the land. (Wash. Co., 
Md. 1804) 

In 1833, James Tennent and wife Mary, sold to Sarah Avey land called 
"Troublesome", part of "Spriggs Delight" and part of "The Resurvey of 
Spriggs Delight". It touched the Potomac River at a graveyard. (Wash. 
Co., Md. 1833) 

LAND ON THE ANTIETAM 

Andrew Avey, in 1770, purchased 50 acres from Jacob French called 
"Dry Land" in Frederick County near a tract of land called "Out Lett" 
(MSA 1770). 

Andrew Eavey bought from Jacob French "Huckleberry Hall", on a 
draft of the Antietam called Dicktoms, circa. 1771 (Fred. Co., Md. 
1771-72). 

Andrew sold to Jacob French 50 acres of "Out Lett", west of Margaret 
Webb's land called "Darlings Sale". Andrew's wife, Magdalena, relin- 
quished her dower rights to the land. (Fred. Co., Md. 1771-72) 

In 1772, Jacob Snebley sold a part of "The Resurvey of Cold Weather" 
and part of "Huckleberry Hall". (Fred. Co., Md. 1772) 

"Huckleberry Hall" was patented by Daniel Dulany on December 5, 1742 
and included 100 acres. "Darlings Sale" was patented by John Charlton on 
October 26, 1752 and included 420 acres. 



PETER AVEY 



In 1794, Peter Avey purchased from John Wolgomore part of "Resurvey 
of Water Sink" (Wash. Co., Md. 1794). "Water Sink" was patented by Joseph 
Tomlinson on August 27, 1750 (Sharf 1963, Vol. 11:985). This land adjoined 
the land Peter bought from Alvin Miller in 1785 (Wash. Co., Md. 1794, 1785). 
In 1804, Jacob Evey bought 16 acres with houses and buildings called 
"Montserado" adjoining Isaac Long's and Jacob Welty's land.,, from Frisby. . 
Tilghman and his wife, Anna Maria (Wash. Co., Md. 1804). On Septmeber 
27, 1805, Frisby and Anna Maria Tilghman corrected this and said it should 
have gone to "Peter" instead of "Jacob" (Wash. Co.,, Md...,. 1805). 

In 1804, Peter Evey made out a will that left his entire estate to 
the poor, including, the land he purchased from Frisby Tilghman, with 
Isaac Long and Emanuel Eversole appointed executors. Peter signed the 
will "in German". On May 7, 1822, Isaac Long, Emanuel Eversole, John 
Knodle, and Jonas Hogmire testified to the validity of this will. (Wash. 

Co., Md. (will) 1804) 

In January, 1825, Catharine Avey filed her will. In it she referred 
to the estate of her brother "Peter" which was then "pending". She left 
part of her estate to four sons of Henry Coffman, whose family had taken 
care of her in her old age. Her executor for the estate was Samuel Avey. 
Catharine's will was probated on the 24th of January, 1826. (Wash. Co., 
Md. 1825) 

Apparently, Peter Avey filed another will in 1820 that was also pro- 
bated in 1822 (Morrow & Jensen 1977:1). On March 24, 1829, Henry Strome, 
Joseph Strome, Jacob, Henry, and John Avey, Jacob Gingrick and wife Mary, 
and John Gossard and wife Barbara, of Lebanon County, Pennsylvania, heirs 
at law of Peter Avey, deeded to John H. Coffman of Washington County, 
Maryland, part of the "Resurvey of Water Sink" and part of "Montserado" 
(Wash. Co., Md. 1829a). John, Henry, and Peter Avey of Dauphin County, 
Pennsylvania, heirs at law of Peter Avey deed, did the same on March 26 

(Wash. Co., Md. 1829b). 

Tnis would indicate that Peter's land did not go to the poor, but 
was eventually sold to the Coffman family. It also names most of his 
children but shows that many of them had moved into Pennsylvania. 



SHARPSBURG LAND 



One of the problems we have is that after 1800 there appears to-be 
an abundance of Jacob Aveys in Washington County, Maryland. We are not 
sure if Jacob, son of Henry, is still around. Henry 2 , son of John, had 
a son named Jacob 2 who we feel was married to Susan Snavely (see "Avey's 
Delight" and "Avey's Good Luck") (Williams 1906, Vol. II: 735-736). This 
Jacob 2 purchased part of "Avey's Good Luck" that John Avey had vailed to 
Henry 2 (MSA 181*0 (Wash. Co., Md. (will) 1789). This Jacob 2 and Susan 
also sold land to the Emraerts (Williams 1906, Vol. IT: 735-736) in 182*4 
(MSA 182*0. All of this appears to tie Jacob 2 Avey and Susan (Snavely) 
to John's family. 

This Jacob 2 died in 1828 (Williams 1906, Vol. II: 735-736 ) . As Peter 
Evey had a. son named Jacob 3 who was still alive in 1829 (Wash. Co., Md. 
1829a), this would eliminate Jacob 2 from being Peter's son. 

Jacob 3 we feel is a son of Michael. Jacob 3 was born on 5/12/1791 
and his will was probated on November 3, 1863. He was married to 
Catharine Palmer in January, 1815 (Wash. Co., Md. 1815). They had six 
sons and three daughters: Michael, William, Samuel, Joseph M. Maria 
Elizabeth Edmonds, Jacob F. (1831-1907) M. Elizabeth Marker (1839-1907), 
Elijah, Catharine M. Joseph Highbarger, Mary M. Nathaniel Smith, and 
Margaret M. Elijah Bowers (Wash. Co., Md. (will) 1863) (Stine 1985). 
Many members of this family moved to Auburn, Nebraska (Stine 1985) with 
members of the Keedy family. 

Jacob Eavey, the husband of Clementine E. Keedy, is a 
son of Samuel and Catharine (Ecker) Eavey, residents of 
Porterstown, Md., who had nine children: Jacob E. ; Matilda, 
married Martin Long; John, married Emma Snyder; Ella, mar- 
ried Jacob Keedy; Josephine Catherine, who married Dr. D.P. 
Fahrney, of Frederick; Samuel, who married Bertha Frazier, 
is engaged in the wholesale and retail organ and piano 
business at Auburn, Nebraska; Anah, married Ida Coffman, 
of Brownsville, Nebraska. After the death of his wife 
Samuel Eavey was married to Emmeline Strine, by whom he 
had children, Harry, Emory, Bessie, and William. 

Christian M. Keedy and wife had the following children: 
Clementine E. , married Jacob Eavey, a merchant of Keedysville, 



and they have children, Lottie G. , married to A.R. Nihiser, 
and had two children. Neva and Edwin, of Hagerstown; Edna 
K., who married Thomas E. McKnight, of Auburn, Nebraska, 
where he is empolyed in a large establishment of gentle- 
men's furnishings; E. Leroy, employed by his uncle, Samuel 
H. Eavey, in a piano and organ house in Auburn, Neb.; 
Alberta G., died single, August 5, 1888, aged 23 years; 
Etta E. , who became the second wife of C.B. Taylor, and 
has one child, Charles K. Mr. Taylor had previously mar- 
ried Cora Keedy, a sister of his present wife, who died 
leaving two children, Clyde K, and Ralph B. ; Lottie B. 
married Charles Keedy, lives in Baltimore, and has one 
child, Edna Carr. Christian M . Keedy was a Republican. 
He was president of the Keedysville Bank, and a director 
in the old Hagerstown Bank. 

Mary J. Drenner, the eldest child of Silas and Susan 
Elizabeth (Carr) Drenner, married John F. Gross, and had 
children, Geary, Charles, Walter, Lloyd, and Elmer. Her 
sister, Addie F. Drenner, married Samuel R. Rowe, and had 
children. (Williams 1906, Vol. 11:931) 

On August 12, 1826, Jacob 3 Eavey bought from Benjamin Hickman land 
adjoining his in Sharpsburg (Wash. Co., Md. 1826). In 1828, Jacob 3 
bought from William Price, executor for John J. Hayes, "Bowers Farm" 
adjoining Sharpsburg (Wash. Co., Md. 1828). Jacob had a daughter 
(Margaret) who married Elija Bowers in 1 836 (Stine 1985). 

A William Avey purchased 3/4 of Charles McMinn's (McMiron) lot in 
Sharpsburg in 1830 (Wash. Co., Md. 1830). This William is too old to be 
a son of Jacob 3 but could be a son of Michael. 

In 1831, Jacob 3 Avey sold to George Stiff ler part of a tract of 
land he purchased on September 23, 1 828 , that ran with the road from 
Sharpsburg to McPhcrson and Brian's Iron Works and back to the town 
alley. Catharine, the wife of Jacob 3 Avey, relinquished her dower 
rights to the land. (MSA 1831) 

In 1832, Jacob 3 Avey sold to Jacob Middlekauff land adjoining 
Sharpsburg purchased by Jacob 3 in 1826. Catharine, the wife of Jacob 3 
Avey, relinquished her dower rights to the land. (Wash. Co., Md. 1832a) 

Also, in 1832, Jacob bought from the executor for John Jones Hayes 



part of a tract of land called "Little thought I of it". (Wash. Co., 
Md. 1832b) 

In 1839, Jacob and Catharine Avey sold to Jacob Miller "Little I 
thought of it" near the c&o canal. (Wash. Co., Md. 1839) 

A Jacob Avey was administrator for his father (Michael) who died in 
1847 (Morrow & Jensen 1977:1). In 1824, John Swearinger, Sheriff, sold 
some land in Sharpsburg to Michael Avey (Wash. Co., Md. 1824). On 
August 14, 1835, Michael Avey sold to Henry Snively a lot in Sharpsburg 
(Wash. Co., Md. 1 835 ) . On March 21, 1845, Michael Avey released some 
land to Enoch Jones to pay a debt (Wash. Co., Md. 1845). The Michael 
in 1824 would be too old to be a son of Jacob 3 and Peter did not have 
a son named Michael. There is also a William Avey who bought land in 
Sharpsburg in 1830 who falls in the same category (Wash. Co., Md. April 
15, 1830). None of the other known families have children who would 
fit this except Michael, son of Joseph. 

The reason I searched the files for information on Sharpsburg was 
because Pat Stine (an Avey descendant) informed me that one of the Aveys 
had property on the Antietam battlefield outside that city. To find out 
a little more about that time period, I picked up a recent publication 
on the battle of Antietam (Sears 1983) and read it. Between September 
3, 1862 and September 18, 1862, the Aveys in Maryland were witness to 
one of the bloodiest campaigns of the Civil War. Nowhere in this book 
could I find a reference to the Avey house near Sharpsburg. A phone 
call to the National Park Headquarters near Sharpsburg produced no in- 
formation on the location of the house. On a used book buying trip in 
Tacoma, Washington, I picked up a copy of another book (Murfin 1965) on 
the battle of Antietam. While riding home on the ferry, I opened up the 
book to the map (Ibid:263) (Fig. 12:43) and there was the Avey house. 

Neither author (Sears 1983; Murfin 1965) discussed the role of the 
Avey house in the battle. Their portrayal of the fighting in that area 
differed somewhat. Sears (1983:284) said, "Some of Fairchild's men 
rushed on in pursuit of the Rebels, (Drayton & Kempers men) going even 
into the streets of Sharpsburg" (Fig. 13:44). This would have taken 
them beyond the Avey house and Welsh would have been almost up to it. 
Murfin (1965:279, 280) notes Kemper, Drayton, and Garnet, "fell back 
into the streets of Sharpsburg", but he does not indicate the federal 
line moving into Sharpsburg (Fig. 14:45).

In general, this area has some of the best potential for archae- 
ological investigations. 

ILLINOIS LAND 

James Garland Avey settled in Hancock County, Illinois, circa. 18?0 
(DAR 1921:99). The map, drawn by Eugene S. Avey of Elma, showed the old 
Avey farm was one mile west and one mile south of Augusta, Illinois. The 
1859 map shows the location to be in that area (Hancock Co., 111. 1859) 
(Fig. 19:52). It is probably located on the Lucie, Emme, and Rosendale 
property in the northeast quarter of section 28 (Fig. 9:27). Note: the 
location of the house on the 1859 map is north of the house on the re- 
cent map. This probably means the house is no longer standing. During 
my visit in 1985, I found the location but was not able to survey the 
property. If the old house location could be found it would make an 
interesting archaeological site to investigate. 

POTENTIAL ARCHAEOLOGICAL SITES 

A variety of types of archaeological sites are available for invest- 
igation. A resident living site would probably yield more specific data 
on one of the families so I consider these of prime importance. If Henry 
Avey's "Scotch Lott" could be located in Washington County, Maryland, it 
could provide information on the family before many records were kept. 
If we could find Jacob Avey, I'm sure his residence would be interesting. 
The living areas in both Ohio and Illinois have good potential for in- 
Secondary sites might be those that provide details about activities 
that the family took part in. The Civil War activities of John Avey would 
be one example. The living site of Jacob 3 Avey of Sharpsburg, Maryland, 
might yield information about that family and a Civil War activity as 
the Battle of Antietam touched his land. Closer to home, the Civilian 
Conservation Corp activities of James Lester Avey might provide some in- 
teresting data. I even considered excavating some areas I used to play 
in as a child. 
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Augusta Township Hancock Co. Illinois (Hancock Co. 111. 1859) 




Primary living sites would probably yield more detailed information 
on lifestyle and change in the family than activity sites. Both Ohio and 
Illinois locations fit this category. As we have more information on John 
Avey of Illinois during the Civil War, it might be interesting to invest- 
igate his family during that time period to see what they were doing. 



AUTHOR'S NOTE 



The following deficiencies exist in this chronology and should be 
given priority during further research. The author would appreciate 
any information others might have that will correct them. 

I. Where in Europe did Henry Evey come from and can a European 
chronology be found or developed? 

II. What happened to Jacob Avey? 

At publication further information was received on Jacob's 
last purchase of "Rogue's Harbor" in 1772 (see Page 11). 
Adam Sherrill's (corrected from Therwiel) patent of "Captain 
Johns Bottom" (MSA 1740), which was next to "Rogue's Harbor" 
show it to be in what is now Washington County, Maryland, 
"on the banks of the Potowmac River between the mouth of 
Antietam and Connegochege Creek in a place called Captain 
Johns Bottom".

HUNTINGDON CO. 

The heirs of John Avey of Maryland settled in this county circa. 
1810. There was an Elizabeth Avey in Warrior township in 1830 and an 
Elizabeth Avay in Franklin township in the same year. 

DAUPHIN CO. 

The heirs of Peter Avey settled in this county circa. 1829. As 
he was a son of Jacob his children may be around their grandparents. 

BEDFORD CO. 

There is an Abraham Avey that settled in this county circa. 1830. 
He came from Adams Co. and settled in West Province township. His 
children were still in the area circa. 1880. This may be John's son 
that has not been accounted for to date. This family has an interesting 
Civil War record. (Bedford Co. 1884:311) 

JUANITA CO. 

There is a Peter Evey in this county circa. 1 850 . He may be 



related to Jacob's son Peter. 



CUMBERLAND CO. 

A Henry Evey is listed in this county in 1777 for participating 
in the Revolutionary War. His unit was the 8th Co. 2nd Btn. 2nd Class. 
Ave's, Evey and Garland can be found in this county until 1830 in and 
around Carlisle. (P. A. S5 Vol.6: 158) 

NORTHAMPTON CO. ... 

A John Evy is listed in this county in 1780 as a Militia member 
of Captain Peter Imsweller's Company (P. A. S5 Vol. 8: 572,573) 

NORTHUMBERLAND CO. 

A Christian Eavy is listed in this county in the 1790 census (1-1-4) 

MISCELLANEOUS DATA 

There is an Andrew Avey and his wife Elizabeth who are in the 
1850 census for Livingston County New York. This may be the son of 
Christian who was John's son. 

There are a group of Aveys in Arkansas who came from South Carolina 
that do not appear to be related to the Maryland Aveys. ' 

There is a Maria Eve in Frederick, Maryland in the 1850 census 
who was born circa. 1779. She was living with a butcher, William 
Kobb (Hobb) and his wife Catherine. 
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
